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Robert  Downs,  assistant  professor  of  music,  directs  the  women's  chorus  on  the  steps  of 
the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center  during  Wednesday's  "Music  at  Midday"  concert.  Christmas 
music  was  the  concert  theme  and  a  variety  of  BYU  musical  talent  was  featured. 
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The  J.  Reuben  Clark  Law  School  has  been 
ranked  in  the  top  20  per  cent  of  the  law 
schools  in  the  country,  according  to  a  study 
published  in  the  November  issue  of  “Learning 
and  the  Law.” 

The  rankings  were  based  on  a  scale 
designed  to  measure  each  school’s  resources 
in  six  different  areas,  the  study  said. 

The  study  showed  the  BYU  law  school, 
‘ which  HITS''' A ’ot  yet '  received  final 
accreditation,  was  given  a  ranking  higher  than 
long-established  schools  such  as  Gerogetown, 
Washington  University,  New  York  University, 
Washington  and  Lee,  and  others. 

Asst.  Dean  Gordon  Gee  said  those  at  the 
law  school  were  very  pleased  with  the  results 
of  the  study.  He  noted  that  “BYU  did  very 
well  in  comparison  with  all  other  schools  in 
the  country,  and  surpassed  far  and  away  all 
other  new  schools  in  the  study.” 

Gee  also  said  that  although  there  are  some 
that  believe  there  is  not  necessarily  a  direct 
correlation  between  a  law  school’s  resources 
and  its  quality,  most  feel  there  is  a  very  close 
correlation. 

The  study  was  made  by  Charles  D.  Kelso, 
who  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  two  or  three 
persons  most  knowledgeable  on  legal 


education  in  the  country,  according  to  Gee. 

Gee  is  proud  of  the  ranking,  not  only 
because  of  the  reputation  of  the  study,  but 
also  because  the  study  was  published  in  the 
American  Bar  Association  magazine. 

The  study  shows,  according  to  Gee.,  that 
BYU  “has  a  Strong  school  and  that  we’re 
obviously  doing  the  right  things.” 

Gee  said  he  felt,  however,  that  the  rating 
could  have  been  even  higher,  had  the 
student/faculty  ratio  been  better. 

Criteria  used  in  ranking  the  schools,  as 
listed  in  the  study  itself,  are:  number  of 
students;  number  of  full-time  faculty; 
student-faculty  ratio;  volumes  in  law  library; 
volumes  per  student  ratio;  •  and  volumes  per 
faculty  ratio. 

The  BYU  law  school  was  given  a  numerical 
score  of  19.  The  top  schools,  Columbia, 
Northwestern,  and  Yale,  received  a  score  of 
nine. 

Others  in  the  top  ten  were  University  of 
Washington,  Berkeley,  Chicago,  Harvard,  and 
Illinois,  in  that  order. 

Gee  said  it  was  interesting  to  note 
placement  of  the  University  of  Utah  and 
University  of  New  Mexico,  law  schools  in  the 
intermountina  area.  Utah  got  16  and  New 
Mexico  18.  These  are  well-established  law 
schools  and  BYU  did  very  well  by 
comparison,  he  said. 
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Moslems 
halt  attack 


BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP)  - 
Moslem  leftists  repulsed 
Lebanese  army  commandos 
trying  to  take  over  Beirut’s 
seaside  hotel  district 
Wednesday  and  captured  two 
armored  peronnel  carriers  to 
use  in  attacks  on  Christian 
strongholds. 

Savage  house-to-house 
fighting  raged  in  other  parts 
of  this  Arab  capital,  again 
hampering  ambulances  trying 
to  pick  up  casualties.  They 
recovered  24  dead  and  76 
wounded,  raising  the  known 
death  toll  to  177  since  the 
beginning  of  the  week. 

Army  troops  gave  up  trying 
to  dislodge  Moslems 
occupying  the  fire-gutted  St. 
Georges  Hotel  and  pulled  out 
of  the  burning  Holiday  Inn 
under  a  barrage  of  rockettars 
and  machine-gun  fire  from 
the  two  captured  armored

Truth,  error

In  Dr.  Paul  Sagers’  office  at 
the  Utah  State  Training 
School  (USTS)  at  American 
Fork  stands  a  five-foot  long 
broomstick  with  a  metal  grid 
at  one  end  fashioned  as  a  fly 
swatter. 

He  says  the  contraption 
was  given  him  by  fellow 
employes  following  KUTV’s 
controversial  five-part  series 
on  a  portion  of  (USTS)  three 
weeks  ago.  The  presentation 
mentioned,  among  other 
things,  the  problem  of  flies 
and  maggots.  Dr.  Sagers  says 
he  doubts  he’ll  have  much  use 
for  his  custom-made  swatter, 
but  he  notes  that  if  school 
conditions  are  as  bad  as  the 
series  indicated,  then  the  tool 
is  not  only  appropriate,  but 
practical  as  well. 
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Sagers’  swatter  is  o 
many  reactions  to  KUTV’s 
investigation  of  wings  A,  B 
and  C  of  the  school.  The 
wings,  which  house  the 
school’s  severely  and 
profoundly  retarded,  were 
heavily  criticized  by  KUTV 
reporters  Lucky  Severson  and 
Jim  Jensen. 

The  station’s  report 
included  more  than  20 
allegations,  including  charges 
that  a  girl  on  a  soft  diet 
choked  to  death  on  a  piece  of 
meat;  maggots  were  found  on 
patients;  fly  eggs  were  found 
in  food;  patients  were  16 
hours  without  a  diaper 
change;  and  a  patient  was 
given  the  wrong  medication 
and  almost  died. 


An  angry  denunciation  of 
the  series  by  school  officials, 
concerned  parents,  citizens 
and  the  Mental  Retardation 
Association  of  Utah  (MRAU) 
followed  immediately.  Gov. 
Calvin  L.  Rampton  in  a  news 
conference  broadcast  over 
KUED  lashed  out  at  KUTV 
reporter  Sandy  Gilmour, 
saying  his  station  had  “caused 
irreparable  damage”  to  the 
school. 

The  forty-two  minutes  of 
film  were  described  as 
“incredibly  distorted”  and 
‘‘without  adequate 
documentation.”  KUTV  was 
accused  of  saving  the  series 
for  several  weeks  in  order  to 
air  it  during  the  period  when 
the  Nielsen  ratings  were  being 
tallied. 

KUTV  countered  with  a 
Series  of  interviews  with 
prominent  personalities 
involved  in  mental 
retardation  programs  and 
with  repeated  announceittents 
that  it  would  give  equal  time 
to  USTS  to  present  a 
rebuttal. 

Throughout  the 
controversy,  speculation  rose 
from  many  citizens  as  to  how 
accurate  KUTV’s  picture  of 
wings  A,  B  and  C  actually 
was. 

Did  KUTV  present  a  valid 
picture?  Sagers  and  many 
other  employes  maintain  the 
series  was  “way  off,”  and  the 
truth  was  twisted  and 
distorted  throughout  the 
presentation. 

“We’ve  certainly  got 
problems  out  here-no  one’s 
denying  that,”  Sagers  says. 
“But  the  picture  presented  by 
the  station  has  little  relation 
to  the  way  conditions 
actually  are.” 

Jim  Jensen  says  KUTV 
received  affidavits  from  12 
persons  questioned  during  the 
investigation  that  testify  the 


Sewerage  rates 
will  rise  in  Provo

Provo  City  commissioners  still  plan  to 
put  the  sewerage  rate  increases  into 
effect  beginning  in  January,  and  BYU 
may  spend  $120,000  for  meters  to 
determine  if  the  increases  are  fair. 

According  to  Mayor  Russell  Grange, 
the  proposed  rate  schedule,  which, 
shows  a  sewerage  cost  increase  from 
$25,000  yearly  to  $160,000  for  BYU,  is 
accurate.  “We  feel  reasonably  sure  that 
the  calculations  are  correct,  and  so  at 
this  time  the  proposed  rates  stand.” 

Grange  told  the  Universe  that  the  city 
consulting  firm  of  Horrocks  and  Carollo 
and  the  BYU  and  Utah  Valley  Hospital 
consultants  will  probably  meet  this 
week  to  discuss  their  rate  hikes. 

Every  month  that  the  rate  increase  is 
delayed,  the  city  loses  $88,000, 
according  to  Dean  Wheadon,  city 
director  of  water  and  waste  water.  The 
money  represents  the  difference 
between  the  present  and  the  proposed 
sewerage  rates.  “We  count  on  that 
money  to  finance  the  project,  so  we 
need  to  get  this  resolved  quickly,”  he 
said. 

According  to  Wheadon,  BYU  has 


requested  permission  to  install  sewage 
meters  to  measure  the  amount  of 
sewage  put  into  the  city  system.  The 
cost  is  about  $10,000  per  meter,  and 
BYU  would  contract  for  the 
installation,  Wheadon  said.  According  to 
Mayor  Grange,  BYU  has  mentioned  the 
installation  of  twelve  meters. 

Sewerage  rates  are  currently 
determined  from  the  water  meter, 
Wheadon  said.  If  sewage  meters  are  installed 
at  BYU,  the  univefsity  will  be  charged 
32  cents  per  100  cubic  feet,  he  said. 
Wheadon  ,  questioned  whether  metering 
the  sewage  would  save  enough  money  to 
justify  the  cost  of  the  meter  installation. 

The  city  will  propose  to  Utah  Valley 
Hospital  that  the  commercial  rate  of  $7 
minimum  plus  20 Vi  cents  per  100  cubic 
feet  to  be  put  into  effect,  rather  than 
the  proposed  per  bed  cost.  The  hospital 
currently  pays  25  cents  per  bed,  and  the 
proposed  rate  would  increase  the  charge 
to  $6  per  bed.  If  the  hospital  agreed  to 
the  commercial  rate,  the  yearly  cost 
would  be  $12,135  instead  of  the 
proposed  $18,944. 

Hospital  administrator  Grant  Burgon 
would  not  speak  directly  to  the 
Universe  reporter,  but  instructed  his 
secretary  that  he  would  answer  written 


questions  submitted  to  him. 

Wheadon  told  the  Universe  that  BYU 
could  be  charged  the  commercial  rate 
also,  “but  apparently,  they’d  rather 
meter.” 

According  to  Mayor  Grange,  a  final 
public  hearing  will  probably  be  held  to 
discuss  the  rate  increases,  but  that  such 
a  hearing  is  not  required. 

At  a  public  hearing  held  Nov.  25, 
Provo  City  was  threatened  with  legal 
action  if  the  commissioners  did  not 
delay  their  decision  on  the  rate 
increases.  Vern  Young,  of  J.P.  Clark 
Associates,  consultants  to  Utah  Valley 
Hospital,  called  the  proposed  rates 
“discriminatory  capricious  and 
arbitrary.”  He  said  his  firm  would 
recommend  legal  action  if  the 
commission  approved  the  increase. 

The  Universe  was  informed,  via 
Burgon’s  secretary,  that  the  hospital  is 
no  longer  considering  a  lawsuit,  but  no 
further  information  was  available. 

In  an  interview  last  week,  Fred 
Schwendiman,  assistant  vice  president 
of  the  BYU  Physical  Plant,  told  the 
Universe  that  BYU  was  not  considering 
a  suit  at  the  present  time.  “There  are 
other  alternatives  which  we  want  to 
explore,”  he  said.

Retailers,  Ombudsman 
await  wage-hour  study

Provo  businessmen  and  the  ASBYU 
Ombudsman  are  cautiously  awaiting 
publication  of  a  survey  of  local  wage  and 
hour  practices  by  the  Ombudsman’s  Office. 

“I  don’t  want  to  comment  on  the  report 
until  I  see  it,”  said  Bill  Shriver,  chairman  of 
the  Provo  Retail  Merchants  Council.  “I  want 
to  make  an  objective  judgment  .” 

Most  businesses  contacted  declined  to 
comment  on  the  study,  saying  they  are 
waiting  for  the  report  to  be  made  public  in  a 
student  forum  Jan.  15. 

Shriver  said,  as  he  understood  it,  the  report 
was  not  made  “to  point  fingers,  but  to  come 
up  with  facts.” 

He  said  the  report,  was  “fine”  if  the  facts 
were  “used  constructively.” 

According  to  Shriver,  a  constructive  use 
would  be  to  keep  students  informed  on  what 
to  expect  from  employers. 

Steve  Madsen,  ASBYU  Ombudsman,  said 
this  is  the  principle  purpose  of  the  study.  He 
has  repeatedly  stated  the  study  will  not 
single  out  violators. 


Students  who  conducted  the  survey  have, 
however,  expressed  the  opinion  that  nearly 
one-third  of  the  businesses  they  contacted1 
were  in  violation  of  federal  wage  standards. 

But  Shriver  said  there  is  no  way  the  study 
can  show  if  a  business  is  in  violation,  “you 
can’t  look  down  a  list  of  businesses  and  their 
hourly  wages  and  say,  ‘That  guy  isn’t  paying 
the  correct  wage,’  because  he  may  hot  have 
to  pay  minimum  wage.” 

Only  businesses  grossing  over  $250,000  fall 
under  federal  wage  controls.  “And  there  isn’t 
a  business  in  town  who  will  tell  their  gross,” 
said  Shriver. 

Madsen  said  university  legal  counsel  will 
probably  review  the  study  before  it  is 
released  to  students. 

“We  don’t  want  to  disrupt  the  harmony 
between  BYU  and  the  community  or  involve 
ASBYU  in  anything  legally  detrimental  to 
what  we’re  trying  to  accomplish,”  he  said. 

Tuesday,  Madsen  spoke  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Provo  Retail  Merchant’s  Council  where  he 
promised  to  “share  the  format”  of  the  wage 
and  hour  study  with  the  council  two  days 
before  the  student  forum.

conditions  do  exist.  The 
affidavits,  along  with  the  rest 
of  KUTV’s  files  on  the  series, 
were  subpoenaed  last  week 
by  Utah  County  Attorney 
Noall  F.  Wootten,  who  is 
conducting  an  investigation. 
He  reports  KUTV  “very 
willing”  to  turn  over  the 
documents. 

“There’s  no  way  we  could 
have  contrived  that 
program,”  Severson  says. 
“We’re  standing  behind  the 
series  all  the  way.” 


Severson  and  Jensen  told 
Universe  reporters  they  spent 
six  days  on  the  American 
Fork  campus  and  interviewed 
from  25  to  30  people.  What 
has  cast  serious  doubt  on  the 
series  is  that  only  five 
employes  were  shown  in  the 
reports-and  all  five  are  no 
longer  employed  at  USTS. 
The  only  witness  of  the  five 
in  a  supervisory  position  was 
Jack  Norton,  former  B  wing 
supervisor,  and  he  left  the 
school  last  May. 


Severson  and  Jensen  are 
familiar  with  the  charges,  but 
ask,  “Did  anyone  ask  if  the 
information  given  us  by  these 
employes  was  true?” 

In  a  meeting  held  Nov.  23 
at  USTS,  school  authorities 
delved  into  the  accuracy  of 
KUTV’s  information.  The 
meeting  was  directed  to  the 
parents.  Gene  Minshall, 
former  news  editor  of  KSL 
and  a  member  of  the  advisory 
committee  of  MRAU, 
delivered  the  emotion- 


charged  address. 

Minshall  discussed  each 
charge,  presenting  testimony 
from  parents,  doctors  and 
employes.  “We  are  going  to 
be  absolutely  truthful  and 
admit  to  any  allegations 
leveled  at  this  school,” 
Minshall  said. 

He  said  KUTV’s  charge  that 
one  person  was  given  the 
wrong  medication  was 
correct.  A  “breakdown  in

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House  drops  contempt  action  (/^ 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
The  House  contempt  action 
against  Secretary  of  State 
Henry  A.  Kissinger  was 
dropped  Wednesday  in  a 
compromise  reportedly 
ordered  personally  by 
President  Ford. 

Drawing  '.scattered 
applause,  Chairman  Otis  G. 
Pike,  D-N.Y.,  of  the  House 
Intelligence  Committee,  told 
the  House  that  Ford’s  aides 
have  ‘‘sub  stantially 
complied”  with  a  subpoena 
against  Kissinger  for 
information. 

Pike  told  the  committee  he 
was  dropping  the  contempt 
action  on  promise  of  getting 
details  of  20  State 
Department  requests  for 
covert  U.S.  political 
operations  abroad  since  1961. 


“We  did  not  get  everything 
we  wanted,”  Pike  told  his 
committee,  “but  we  got  more 
than  they  were  willing  to  give 


The  committee  had 
approved  a  contempt  of 
Congress  citation  Nov.  14.  If 
the  House  had  voted  the 
citation,  Kissinger  could 
theoretically  have  been 
sentenced  to  a  year  in  jail  and 
be  given  a  $1,000  fine,  but 
Pike  had  said  repeatedly  there 
was  never  any  danger  of 
Kissinger  going  to  jail. 

The  committee’s  senior 
Republican,  Rep.  Robert 
McClory  of  Illinois,  said  the 
eleventh  hour  compromise 
offer  sent  to  Pike  Tuesday 
afternoon  from  White  House 
aides  was  ordered  by  Ford 
personally. 


Pike  agreed  to  drop  the 
contempt  action  against 
Kissinger  after  getting  a 
report  from  a  committee 
delegation  that  the 
information  puts  Kissinger  in 
“substantial  compliance” 
with  a  committee  subpoena. 

Counsel  A.  Searle  Field  said 
the  delegation  got  “very  good 
assurance”  at  the  White 
House  that  the  committee 
will  get  the  information  on 
the  covert  operations  it 
needs. 

He  said  William  G.  Hyland, 
director  of  the  State 


Department’s  Bureau  of 
Intelligence,  briefed  the 
delegation  directly  from  the 
20  State  Department 
proposals  and  from  top  secret 
minutes  of  the  National 
Security  Council’s  Committee 
of  40  meeting. 

Apparently  because  Ford 
had  claimed  executive 
privilege  against  turning  over 
everything  the  committee 
subpoenaed,  Hyland 
emphasized  that  the 
committee  members  were  not 
allowed  to  see  the  documents 
themselves.

(Cont.  from  page  1) 
vehicles.  Christian  Phalangist 
forces  said  they,  the 
Christians,  had  reoccupied 
the  25-story  Holiday  Inn. 

Part  of  the  850-man 
government  commando  force 
remained  inside  the  Phoenicai 
Intercontinental  after  the 
army’s  first  major 
intervention  of  the 
eight-month-old  civil  war.  But 
the  rest  of  the  troops  moved 
to  the  Starco  office  center 
where  right-wing  militiamen 
of  the  Christian  Phalange 
party  were  under  heavy 
attack  from  leftwing  Moslems 
of  the  “Ambushers”  militia. 

Earlier  in  the  day,  the 
troops  returned  Moslem  fire. 
By  nightfall  a  Phalangist 
spokesman  reported: 
“They’re  just  sitting  in  the 
Starco  center  drinking  coffee 
and  watching  us  fight.  When 
the  Moslems  took  their  two 


personnel  carriers  the 
commandos  just  ran  away.” 

“The  army  saw  it  couldn’t 
take  the  St.  Georges,  so  the 
commandos  pulled  out  of  the 
Holiday  Inn  as  well.  I  think  it 
was  a  political  decision.  We 
had  to  reoccupy  the  Holiday 
Inn  to  prevent  the  Moslems 
from  overrunning  our 
positions.” 

The  presence  of  army 
commandos  in  downtown 
Beirut  sparked  heated 
arguments  at  a  tobernment 
cabinet  meeting  as  well  as 
complaints  from  both  militias 
involved  in  the  battle. 

Government  sources  said 
Premier  Rashid  Karami,  a 
Moslem,  was  trying  to 
countermand  the  army 
intervention  orders  of 
Interior  Minister  Camille 
Chamoun,  a  Christian,  or  at 
least  reduce  the  size  of  the 
commando  force  involved. 


BOSTON  -  A  federal  judge  has  taken  over  the 
administration  of  South  Boston  High,  saying  black  students 
had  been  denied  a  peaceful,  desegregated  education. 
Antibusing  leaders  warned  the  decision  could  spark  new 
troubles,  and  within  hours  the  NAACP  office  was 
firebombed. 

The  firebombing  took  place  early  today.  Fire  officials  said 
damage  amounted  to  $500,  but  the  NAACP  put  damages  at 
$25,000. 


Senate  probes  Stevens, 
finds  clean  slate 


WASHINGTON  -  The  Senate  Judiciary  Committee, 
expected  to  recommend  strongly  that  John  Paul  Stevens  be 
confirmed  as  a  member  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Wednesday 
received  a  closed-door  briefing  about  an  FBI  investigation  of 
the  nominee. 

Sen.  Hiram  L.  Fong,  R-Hawaii,  told  newsmen  afterward 
the  FBI  interviewed  about  125  persons  and  checked  some  50 
organizations  and  that  all  the  reports  on  Stevens  were 
“highly  commendable.”

Officers  cite  Army  pension  abuses 


WASHINGTON  Two  former  career  officers  accused  the 
Army  Wednesday  of  firing  thousands  like  themselves  because 
at  their  age  they  would  increase  the  cost  of  the  military 
retirement  system. 

The  two  men,  ex-captains  Gordon  Fowkes  of  Fairfax,  Va., 
and  Eugene  L.  Beaumann  of  Ft.  Bragg,  N.C.,  were  among 
opening  witnesses  at  a  day-long  hearing  before  a  military 
appeals  board. 
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SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
A  jury  of  five  women  and 
three  men  deliberated  three 
and  one-half  hours 
Wednesday  before  finding 
former  State  Liquor 
Commissioner  Norma  Giles 
Thomas,  Provo,  innocent  of  a 
gift-soliciting  charge. 

The  case,  in  its  third  day  of 
trial,  went  to  the  3rd  District 
Court  jury  at  11:50  a.m. 

A  crucial  consideration  in 
the  case  was  the  content  of  a 
phone  call  Feb.  8,  1973.  The 
state  alleged  Mrs.  Thomas 
asked  a  Seattle  representative 
of  the  James  Beam  Distilling 
Co.  to  give  her  a  gift  of 
whiskey. 

The  defense  said  the  phone 
conversation  was  to  seek  help 
from  the  company  because 
there  wre  public  complaints 
about  the  liquor-McGill’s 
Canadian  Whiskey. 
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Articles  spark  controversy  over  U.  paper 
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four-and-a-half-month  study 
by  an  ad  hoc  committee  on 
student  publications,  the 
university  administration 
seems  close  to  making  a 
decision. 

Under  study 

University  of  Utah  Pres. 
David  P.  Gardner  had  already 
initiated  a  study  to  examine 
the  legal  responsibilities  of 
the  university  relating  to  the 
Chronicle  when  the  two 
controversial  stories 
appeared. 

One,  published  in  a  March 
31  edition  of  the  Chronicle 
and  .  devoted  exclusively  to 
the  subject  of  pornography, 
was  an  interview  with 
Georgina  Spelvin,  who  plays 
the  leading  role  in  the  X-rated 
mpvie,  “The  Devil  in  Miss 
Jones.” 

In  the  story,  the  “porno 
queen”  described  explicitly 
some  of  the  techniques  and 
problems  involved  in  shooting 
hard-core  movies. 

Chronicle  editor  Cindy 
Boshard  said  after  the  article 
was  published,  “The 
interview  was  pretty 
straightforward  and 
contained  some  pretty  strong 
quotes.  I  think  this  offended 
a  lot  of  people.” 

It  did  exactly  that.  The 
LDS  Students  Association, 
the  University’s  2nd  LDS 
Stake,  the  Institute  of 
Religion,  and  ZCMI 
suspended  their  advertising  in 
the  Chronicle. 

Dr.  Arvo  Van  Alstyne, 
executive  assistant  to  Pres. 
Gardner,  said,  “We’ve  gotten 
reams  of  letters  from  very 
prominent  supporters  of  the 
university  -  some  from  large 
contributors  -  complaining 
about  the  article.” 

Story  offends 

The  other  article  that 
brought  heated  complaints 
was  “Mormon  and  Other 
Racists.”  It  appeared  in  the 
spring  1975  edition  of  The 
University  Magazine,  and  was 
written  by  its  editor,  Richard 
Barnum-Reece.  The  article, 
besides  blasting  the  LDS 
Church  for  its  stand  on  blacks 
and  the  priesthood,  called 
Joseph  Smith  “awfully 

Farmers  harvest 
most  wheat  ever 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
The  1975  wheat  crop  was  a 
record  2.13  billion  bushels, 
up  19  per  cent  from  last 
year’s  harvest,  and  was  worth 
a  record  $7.4  billion  to 
farmers,  the  Agriculture 
Department  said  Wednesday. 

Officials  said  the  wheat 
crop  was  estimated  at  an 
average  value  of  $3.49  per 
bushel  at  the  farm,  compared 
with  $4.09  in  1974  when  the 
crop,  a  record  at  the  time, 
1.79  billion  bushels, 
record  1975  wheat 
harvest  had  been  forecast  by 
USDA  fore  some  months. 


presumptuous”  for  claiming

Gardner 
launched  a  move  “to  clarify 
the  legal  uncertainties  and 
ambiguities  involved  in  the 
administration,  supervision 
and  accountability  of  student 
publications  on  campus.” 

The  study  he  had  initiated 
earlier  had  been  completed 
by  this  time.  It  noted  that  the 
issue  of  who  was  to  be 
considered  publisher  was  of 
critical  legal  importance, 
since  the  publisher  would  be 
responsible  for  any  damages 
that  might  be  awarded  in  a 
libel  suit  against  a  university 
publication  and  would  be 
subject  to  court  injunction  or 
criminal  punishment  in  the 
event  of  publication  of 
material,  such  as 
pornography,  that  violated 
state  law. 

Who’s  publisher? 

The  report  stated  that 
university  regulations  and  the 
student  code  had  conflicting 
claims  for  authority  to 
perform  the  function  of 
publisher.  The  Associated 
Students  of  the  University  of 
Utah,  the  Publications 
Council,  a  group  with 
representatives  from  faculty, 
students  and  alumni,  and  the 
Institutional  Council,  (Board 
of  Regents,)  all  had  written 


charters  giving  them 
authority  to  control  the 
campus  publications. 

Pres.  Gardner  asked  his  vice 
president  to  appoint  an  ad 
hoc  committee  of  faculty  and 
students  to  study  the  report, 
and  make  recommendations 
on  clarifying  the  lines  of 
responsibility  for  the 
publications.  After  more  than 
four  months,  the  11-member 
committee  handed  over  its 
suggestions. 

The  committee  could  not 
agree  on  a  single  proposal,  so 
they  submitted  two 


alternative  plans.  The  first 
plan  proposed  to  strengthen 
the  Publications  Council  with 
a  definite  and  specific  grant 
of  authority  to  become  the 
official  publisher  of  the 
Chronicle  and  the  Magazine 
The  second  proposed  that  the 
publisher’s  responsibility  be 
given  to  a  non-university, 
non-profit  corporation,  to  be 
organized  by  the  state. 

Close  scrutiny 
Vice  Pres.  Pete  D.  Gardner 
forwarded  copies  of  the  ad 
hoc  committee’s 


recommendations  to  several 
groups  on  campus  for  their 
scrutiny  and  comments. 
Responses  from  the  groups 
were  to  be  submitted  to  the 
vice  president  by  Dec,  1 ,  after 
which  he  was  to  forward  the 
report  and  his  recommenda¬ 
tions  to  Pres.  Gardner  for 
final  recommendations  and 
action. 

Although  no  choice  has 
been  made  on  the  two 
alternatives  presented  by  the 
ad  hoc  committee,  an 
editorial  by  Chronicle  editor 
Rex  Nutting  in  the  paper’s 


Nov.  21  issue  seemed  to 
assume  that  authorities  had 
opted  to  make  the 
P  u  blications  Cou 
publisher. 

Nutting  blasted  this 
assumed  action,  saying  that 
“the  council  is  obviously  too 
ignorant,  too  political  and 
too  lazy  to  do  anything  more 
than  bore  members  once  a 
week  just  before  the  1:10 
classes.”  He  added,  “We  need 
a  publisher  who  will  be 
concerned  with  our  problems, 
rather  than  with  Pres.

High-power  radio  to  bestudied 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  A  Salt  Lake  City  newspaper 
reports  that  federal  officials  have  decided  to  make  a  broad 
study  of  ways  to  bring  radio  service  to  remote  portions  of 
the  U.S. 

The  Deseret  News  reported  in  a  story  from  its  Washington 
correspondent  that  the  Federal  Communications  Commission 
announced  the  study  in  lieu  of  a  narrower  decision,  on 
allowing  “superpowered”  transmission  by  certain  stations. 

One  of  the  stations  interested  in  high-powered 
broadcasting  is  KSL  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  study-for  which  comments  are  due  March  18  —will 
likely  deal  with  several  means  of  reaching  remote  areas.  But 
the  study  also  is  expected  to  decide  whether  KSL  and  other 
clear  channel  stations  will  be  permitted  to  boost  their  power 
as  high  as  750,000  watts,  the  newspaper  said. 

KSL  now  uses  50,000  watts,  the  maximum  allowed  for  AM 
broadcasters. 

The  station  is  owned  by  The  Church  of  Jesus  of  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  (Mormon),  as  is  the  Deseret  News.  Station 
management  has  said  one  reason  for  its  interest  in 
high-powered  broadcasting  is  so  that  Mormon-oriented 
programming  possibly  could  be  beamed  to  other  parts  of  the 
world.

Aftenposten,  Norway’s 
biggest  newspaper, 
commented: 

“At  a  time  when  the  world 
is  searching  for  signs  of 
reduced  tension,  it  is 
depressing  that  the 
superpower  which  talks  most 
about,  peace  and 
understanding  has  turned  the 
solemn  ceremony  .  .  .  into  a 
demonstration  of 
unfreedom.” 

The  other  Nobel  prizes 
were  to  be  presented  in 
Stockholm  by  Sweden’s 
29-year-old  king,  Carl  Gustaf. 
For  the  first  time  a  foreign 
monarch  -  Queen  Margrethe 
of  Denmark  -  was  attending. 
Two  of  the  three 
prizewinners  in  physics  are 
Danes,  Aage  Bohr  and  Ben 
Mottelson. 

The  celebrations  mark  the 
75th  anniversary  of  the  Nobel 
Foundation,  set  up  in  1900 
to  administer  the  fortune  left 
by  the  Swedish  inventor  of 
dynamite,  Alfred  Nobel.  He 
willed  that  his  money  should 
be  used  “to  benefit  annually 
those  who  have  conferred  the 
most  benefit  to  mankind.” 

Five  Americans  are  among 
the  winners,  including  David 
Baltimore,  37,  Howard 
Temin,  42,  and  Renato 
Dulbecco,  61,  sharing  the 
Prize  for  Medicine;  James 
Rainwater,  58,  the  third 
winner  of  the  Physics  Prize; 
and  Tjalling  C.  Koopmans, 
cowinner  of  the  Prize  for 
Economics. 


DUESSELDORF,  West 
Germany  (AP)  -  Hermine 
Braunsteiner  Ryan,  a 
housewife  extradited  from 
New  York,  and  14  other  Nazi 
death  camp  wardens  were 
reported  Sunday  preparing 
new  challenges  to  charges 
they  tortured  and  murdered 
thousands  of  Jews  in  Lublin, 
Poland,  during  World  War  II. 

The  challenges,  unraveled 
by  defense  lawyers,  were 
expected  to  be  made  before 
proceedings  resume  Tuesday 
in  West  Germany’s  war 
crimes  trial  involving  women 
members  of  Hitler’s  notorious 
SS  guards. 

The  56-year-old  Mrs.  Ryan, 
four  other  German  matrons 
and  10  German  men  are 
accused  of  a  long  list  of 
atrocities  committed  against 
Jewish  men,  women  and 
children  at  Majdanek 
concentration  camp,  where  at 
least  250,000  died.

inadequate.”  Pauling 
calculated  the  daily  human 
requirement  of  1,000 
milligrams  by  extrapolating 
the  rate  of  vitamin  C 
synthesis  in  rats  on  a  weight 
basis. 

Recent  research  by 
Terrance  Anderson  at  the 
University  of  Toronto 
indicates  vitamin  C  does 
protect  the  body.  He  put 
hundreds  of  adults  on 
Pauling’s  program  for  two 
months  during  winter.  The 
subjects  showed  a  30  per  cent 
reduction  in  the  number  of 
days  spent  at  home  or  off 
work  because  of  illness. 

Cold  symptoms  such  as 
chills  and  runny  noses  were 
reported  as  less  intense.  But 
rather  than  call  vitamin  C  a 
cure  for  colds,  Anderson  said 
taking  vitamin  C  “should  be 
associated  more  with  a 
reduction  in  severity.” 

The  Food  and  Nutrition 
Board  of  the  National 
Academy  of  Science  advises 
60  milligrams  of  vitamin  C 
for  adults  in  their  daily  diet. 
Most  commercial  vitamin  C 
tablets  contain  250 
milligrans,  and  an  eight-ounce 
glass  of  orange  juice  averages 
125  milligrams. 

Massive  doses  and 
prolonged  doses  of  vitamin  C 
may  have  dangerous  side 
effects.  Anderson  said  the 
danger  exists  in  rapid 
development  of  “abnormally 
low  blood  levels  of  abscorbic 
,  acid  (vitamin  C)  following  the 
abrupt  withdrawal  of  a  high 
daily  dose.”  A  deficiency  of 
abscorbic  acid  can  result  in 
scurvy,  which  affects  the 
gums. 

In  the  _  conclusion  of 
Anderson’s  report,  he  says, 
“It  is  prudent  to  advise  the 
public  against  the  regular 
daily  ingestion  of  doses  of 
vitamin  C  of  1 ,000  milligrams 
or  more.  However,  the 
possibility  remains  that  a 
modest  supplementation  of 
some  diets  may  be  desirable 
and  that  short-term  heavy 
doses  of  vitamin  C  may  prove 
to  be  justified  during  acute 
infection.”

But  Israeli  leaders  fear  Zayad 
may  turn  Nazareth  into  a  center  of  Arab  nationalism  and 
support  for  the  guerrillas  of  the  Palestine  Liberation 
Organization. 

The  new  mayor,  a  46-year-old  politician,  said  Nazareth 
would  remain  a  loyal  part  of  Israel.  He  said  his  campaign 
platform  was  based  on  things  like  new  soccer  fields,  not 
Israeli-Arab  politics. 

Zayad  said  he  supports  some  of  the  PLO’s  program,  but  his 
aim  as  mayor  is  to  “turn  Nazareth  into  a  modern  town,  to 
run  the  municipal  services  more  efficiently.” 

Despite  $2  million  a  year  in  government  aid,  Nazareth  is  an 
under-developed  town,  and  some  of  its  streets  are  muddy 
donkey  tracks  unchanged  since  the  time  of  Christ.

About  1,100  square  yards 
of  plush  carpet  and  120 
square  yards  of  padding  were 
used  to  recarpet  the  two 
music  halls  and  a  drama 
theatre  in  the  Fine  Arts 
Center. 

John  C.  Paulson,  supervisor 
of  the  Upholstery  Shop  in  the 
Physical  Plant,  said  workmen, 
who  were  contracted  by  the 
Physical  Plant,  began  laying 
the  carpet  in  the  de  Jong 


Concert  Hall  Nov.  7.  The. 
entire  project  of  recarpeting 
the  concert  hall,  Pardoe 
Drama  Theatre  and  Madsen 
Recital  Hall  took  about  three 
weeks,  he  said. 

Stairs 

One  problem  in  laying  the 
new  carpet  has  been  carpeting 
the  steps,  said  Paulson.  “You 
have  to  pay  more  labor  for 
doing  steps  because  it  takes 
almost  twice  as  long  as  laying 
a  flat  carpet,”  he  said. 


There  are  about  210  steps 
in  the  concert  hall  and  drama 
theatre  that  had  to  be 
carpeted. 

Stan  E.  Miller, 
administrative  assistant  of  the 
Music  Department,  said  the 
problems  with  performances 
during  the  recarpeting  were 
minipial. 

“The  workers  got  our 
schedule  ahead  of  time  and 
worked  around  the 
performances,”  he  said. 

Paulson  said  that  the 
workmen  only  tore  up  an 


area  that  they  could  re-do  in 
one  day  so  the  performances 
would  not  be  affected. 

The  old  carpet  becomes  the 
property  of  the  Physical 
Plant,  said  Paulson.  If  it  is  too 
worn,  the  carpet  is  thrown 
away.  The  rest  of  the  carpet 
is  kept  to  make  repairs  and  to 
supply  other  requests  for 
carpeting,  he  said. 

“We  have  set  guidelines 
that  determine  where  carpet 
can  be  used,”  Paulson  said.  A 
request  for  carpeting  goes  to 
the  Physical  Plant,  which 


figures  the  cost  and  details, 
and  then  goes  to  the 
administration  for  final 
approval. 

New  color 

The  new  carpet  is  an  Aztec 
copper  color,  and  is  100  per 
cent  antron  nylon,  according 
to  Paulson.  He  said  it  is  “the 
best-wearing  fiber  made.” 

Since  the  color  of  the 
carpet  has  been  changed,  it 
will  require  some  change  in 
the  decor  of  the  two  music 
halls,  said  Miller.  The  Music 
Department  uses  a 
professional  decorator  to  help 
decide  on  colors  and  decor, 
but  the  final  decision  is  made 
by  the  department,  he  said. 

This  is  the  first  time  the 
carpet  has-  been  completely 
replaced  since  the  Fine  Arts 
Center  was  built  in  1964, 
according  to  Paulson.

GRANNIS,  Ark.  (AP)  - 
“We  don’t  have  any  special 
plans  for  Christmas,”  says 
Elizabeth  Nance  Bard.  “We 
just  think  maybe  we  won’t  be 
here.” 

She  is  one .  of  25  persons 
who  are  closeted  in  a  small 
brick  house  waiting  for  the 
second  coming  of  Christ  and 
the  world  to  end. 

The  vigil  began  70  days  ago 
with  believers  abandoning 
their  homes  and  jobs.  Mrs. 
Bard  says  the  group  is  “in  no 
way  discouraged.  We  just 
keep  praying  and  studying 
and  waiting  for  the  end  to 
come.” 

“Christmas,  of  course,  is  a 
special  time,”  she  said.  “But 
what  we’re  doing  is  even 
more  important.” 

Last  week  Mrs.  Bard  broke 
the  group’s  self-imposed 
silence  to  deny  rumors 
circulating  about  the  vigil  in 
this  town  of  177. 

“There  is  nothing  sinister, 
weird  or  strange  about  this,” 
Mrs.  Bard  said.  “Nothing  goes

on  in  the  house  that  doesn’t 
go  on  in  a  church  —  a  lot  of 
praying  and  religious  study.” 

Mrs.  Bard’s  comments 
sparked  an  editorial  Saturday 
by  the  Arkansas  Gazette,  the 
state’s  largest  newspaper, 
defending  the  group’s 
freedom  of  religion. 

“If  they  left  their  jobs, 
closed  their  business  and 
moved  to  the 
accordance  with  what  they 
believe  one  member  was  told 
by  God  in  a  vision,  they  have 
done  no  harm  to  anyone,  nor 
have  they  done  anything  but 
mind  their  own  business,”  the 
newspaper  said. 

The  Gazette  criticized 
county  officials  who  “will 
not  let  well  enough  alone  and 
show  the  same  respect  for 
religious  or  lack  of  religious 
belief  to  the  25  on  the  vigil 
that  they  expect  for 
themselves.” 

Several  school-age  children 
were  removed  from  the  house 
by  court  order  and  officials 
had  considered  using  health 
and  safety  codes  as  a  pretext 
to  evict  the  occupants. 

“The  editorial  brought 
some  sanity  to  the  whole 
thing,”  Mrs.  Bard  said.  “I 
guess  people  just  needed  to 
know  that  we’re  seri6us- 
about  this,  not  just  kooks. 
People  maybe  just  forget 
what  religion  really  is.”

threatened  and  farmlands  spokesman  for  the  Corps.  He

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  The 
National  Basketball 
Association  agreed  at  the 
request  of  a  federal  judge 
earlier  this  week  to  postpone 
indefinitely  its  special  draft 
of  five  American  Basketball 
Association  players, 
scheduled  for  Tuesday. 

The  NBA  made  its  decision 
after  Edwin  McAmis,  an 
attorney  representing  the 
ABA  Players  Association 
started  new  litigation  asking 
for  a  restraining  order  against 
the  draft. 

Federal  Judge  Robert 
Carter,  in  Southern  District 
Court,  then  asked  that  the 
draft  be  postponed  and  the 
NBA  agreed. 

The  judge  told  McAmis  to 
submit  legal  papers  by 
Tuesday  and  the  NBA, 
represented  by  David  J. 
Stern,  to  produce  legal  papers 
by  Thursday.  Judge  Carter 
said  there  might  be  a  hearing 
by  Friday. 

The  draft,  to  be  conducted 
by  a  conference  call  from  the 
league’s  headquarters  in  New 
York,  was  scheduled  to  give 
NBA  teams  negotiating  rights 
to  five  ABA  players, 
including  All-Star  Moses 
Malone  of  the  Spirits  of  St. 
Louis.  The  other  players  were 
Mark  Olderding  and  Skip 
Wise  of  the  San  Antonio 
Spurs  Mel  Bennett  of  the 
Virginia  Squires  and  Charlie 
Jordan  of  the  Indiana  Pacers. 

None  of  the  players  ever 
has  been  eligible  for  an  NBA 
draft  because  their  college 
classes  have  not  yet  graduated 
and  they  did  not  file  for 
hardship.

Y  golfer 
wins  match 
in  Africa

While  his  teammates  were 
closing  out  the  fall  season  in 
Las  Vegas  on  Dec.  4,  BYU 
golfer  Jim  Nelford  was 
halfway  around  the  world 
representing  his  home 
country,  Canada,  in  the 
Commonwealth  Games  in 
South  Africa.  He  took  first 
place. 

Nelford,  a  junior  majoring 
in  Recreation  Education  from 
Bernaby,  B.C.,  has  been 
competing  on  the  BYU  golf 
team  since  January,  1974. 

According  to  golf  coach 
Karl  Tucker,  Nelford  started 
slow,  but  continued  to 
improve  and  is  now  a  solid 
player  and  part  of  a  nucleus 
of  the  BYU  team,  which  won 
the  Fresno,  Western 
Intercollegiate,  and  Cougar 
Q assies  and  took  fifth  in  the 
NCAA  last  year. 

Had  ‘potential’ 

“What  we  saw  in  Jim 
Nelford  was  a  great  deal  of 
potential  and  we  just  knew 
we  had  to  take  a  chance  on 
him,”  said  Tucker. 

“We  took  him  to  his  first 
tournament  in  the  spring  of 
1974,.  and  although  (he  didn’t 
burn  up  the  league,  we  could 
tell  he  had  some  great 
potential.” 

“My  game  was  always 


changing,  I  just  tried  to  keep 
the  ball  on  the  course  and 
play  well,”  Nelford  said. 

Nelford  came  back  in  the 
fall  of  1974  with  renewed 
confidence  and  some 
experience  which  was  to 
contrute  to  a  successful  fall 
tournament  schedule  for  the 
Cougars. 

“When  Jie  came  back  in  the 
fall,  Jim  not  only  was  ready 
to  play,  but  he  had  some 
experience  under  his  belt,  and 
since  that  time  he’s  been  a 
good  player  for  us,”  said 
Tucker. 

Perhaps  Nelford’s  big  jump 
in  college  success  was  in 
January,  1975,  when  he 
qualified  to  compete  in  a 
tourney  in  Mexico.  “When  we 
went  to  Mexico,  he  was  our 
low  scorer,  as  he  was  in  the 
tournament  following,  and 
from  there  it  was  a  steady 
climb  for  him  to  becoming  an 
integral  part  of  the  team  as 
we  won  the  WAC,”  said 
Tucker. 

Last  summer,  Nelford 
reached  a  new  golf  height  by 
winning  the  British  Columbia 
Amateur  and  Canadian 
Amateur. 

As  a  result  of  winning  his 
country’s  national 
tournament,  Nelford  was 
selected  to  head  Canada’s 
six-man  team  for  the 
Commonwealth  Games  in 
South  Africa.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
When  running  back  Ken 
Willard  of  St.  Louis,  offensive 
tackles  Doug  Crusan  and 
Wayne  Moore  of  Miami  and 
defensive  back  Tony  Greene 
of  Buffalo  were  sidelined  in 
197  4,  they  suffered  knee 
injuries,  one-fifth  of  the 
1,169  injuries  received  in 
practice  and  games  last 
season. 


Injuries  to  the  leg  received 
the  most  punishment  in 
1974,  according  to  a  Stanford 
Research  Institute  study  done 


for  the  National  Football 
League,  with  the-  knee 
retaining  the  No.  1  status  for 
incidence,  severity, 
hospitalization,  surgeries  and 
ending  a  season. 

Leg  injuries  were  51.2  per 
cent  of  all  injuries  suffered,' 
down  from  the  56  per  cent  in 
the  1969-72  period,  while  the 
knee  sustained  20  per  cent  of 
all  injuries,  a  decrease  from 
25.3  per  cent  in  1969-72. 

“A  few  follow-up  phone 
conversations  with  personnel 
from  teams  that  have  shown 
dramatic  decreases  in  serious 
knee  injuries  and  knee 
surgeries  over  this  period  have 
revealed  that  in  a  couple  of

Utah  in  Salt  Lake  City  Nov.  20.

One 
physician,  whose  team  went 
from  20  knee  injuries  in  1972 
to  12  in  1973  and  seven  in 
1974  said  that  ‘perhaps  it  was 
helped  by  encouraging 
players  to  wear  Soccer  cleats 
on  natural  turf  —  but  that  he 
wasn’t  certain;  another, 
whose  team  went  from  28  to 
19  to  16  knee  injuries  over 
the  same  period  said  they 
‘only  wear  short  cleats^  on 
grass  —  but  that  it  also  could 
be  a  coincidence.’  ” 

The  private  Stanford  study, 
a  copy  of  which  was  obtained 
by  The  Associated  Press,  was 
the  third  of  three  done  by  the 
institute  for  the  NFL.  Others 
covered  1973  and  1969-72. 

The  Stanford  study  said 
that,  while  knee  injuries  have 
decreased,  foot  and  toe 
injuries  have  increased,  from 
3.4  per  cent  to  6  per  cent, 
and  thigh  injuries  went  up 
from  13.8  to  16.2  per  cent. 
“The  mix  of  other  bodily 
injuries  has  remained 
remarkably  constant  over  the 
past  six  years,”  the  study 
said.

“The  point  is  that  true 
intellectualism  based  on 
adequate  evidence  from 
scholarly  research  is  locked 
into  a  continual  battle  with 
anti-intellectualism,”  he  said. 
“The  latter  includes  the 
honest  but  ignorant  and  also 
the  dishonest  who  exploit  for 
profit. 

“And  at  the  same  time  they 
create  difficulties  for 
scientists.” 

Higinbotham  says  that  he 
and  others  committed  to 
scholarly  research  must 
repeatedly,  prove  that  the 
earth  is  not  flat  and  that  the 
sun  does  not  revolve  around 
the  earth. 


F  ables 

Some  of  the  most 
spectacular  “fables”  on  plant 
sensitivity  have  developed 
from  extraordinary  reports  of 
Cleve  Backster,  Higinbotham 
said. 

In  1966,  Backster  attached 
electrodes  to  a  plant  in  his 
office  and  after  ,  watering  it 
found  that  the  plant  gave  off 
electrical  signals  similar  to 
those  of  humans  experiencing 
emotional  stimulation. 

In  later  experiments 
Backster  claimed  the  plants 
could  read  his  mind  since 
when  he  seriously  thought  of 
testing  the  effect  of  fire  on 
the  plant,  a  recorder  needle 
monitoring  the  plant 
bounded  off  the  chart  before 


he  could  reach  for  a  match, 
Higinbotham  said. 

Backster  also  said  a  plant 
perceived  the  distress  of  its 
loving  owner  at  a  distance  up 
to  3,000  miles.  A  plant  was 
said  to  respond  electrically 
each  time  its  owner,  who  was 
afraid  of  flying,  landed  in  a 
plane. 

Higinbotham  said  several 
scientists  have  duplicated 
Backster’s  experiments,  but 
whenever  the  experiments 
were  performed  using 
accepted  scientific  methods, 
the  electrical  signals  of  a 
plant  showed  no  effects 
corresponding  to  Backster’s 
reports. 

Backster  contends 

Backster  contends  these 
experiments  failed  because 
the  person  conducting  the 
tests  was  not  sympathetic  to 
the  plants.  But  Higinbotham 
said  in  at  least  two  cases  the 
persons  were  enthusiastic 
believers. 

Higinbotham  said  plant  cell 
measurements  in  his 
laboratory  have  produced 
interesting  results  despite  his 
and  other  colleagues’ 
thoughts  and  intentions 
toward  the  plant  tissue. 

“We’ve  eaten  it,  roasted  it, 
plunged  it  into  strong  hot 
acid  and,  on  bad  days,  did  a 
bit  of  torrid  cursing,”  he  said. 
“When  our  procedures  are 
correct,  the  plant  gives  the 
same  signals  regardless  of  its 
fatq.”

What  some  consider  to  be  John  Wayne’s  finest  acting 
performance  will  be  featured  this  week  by  the  BYU  Film 
Society  with  the  presentation  of  John  Ford’s  western  epic, 
“The  Searchers.” 

Although  Wayne  has  been  traditionally  disdained  by 
professional  film  critics,  most  agree  that  his  performance  in 
“Searchers”  is  his  most  outstanding,  according  to  Wayne 
Hentschel,  film  society  president. 


Critic  praises 


Critic  William  K.  Zinsser  of  the  New  York  Herald  Tribune 
wrote  of  Wayne’s  performance:  “Wayne  is  fascinating  for  his 
sheer  hardness.  There’s  no  kindness  in  his  nature  he  is  crafty 
and  arrogant  and  his  eyes  are  as  cold  as  ice.” 

Wayne  plays  Ethan  Edwards,  an  Indian-hater  and 
ex-Confederate  soldier,  who  returns  to  his  brother’s  ranch  in 
Texas  in  1868.  Shortly  after  his  return,  Indians  attack  the 
ranch,  kill  his  brother  and  sister-in-law,  and  kidnap  his  two 
nieces.

Edwards,  his  adopted  nephew  played  by  Jeffrey  Hunter, 
and  the  boyfriend  of  the  oldest  daughter,  played  by  Harry 
Carry  Jr.,  then  begin  a  search  for  the  kidnapped  girls. 

Show  times  will  be  6:30  p.m.  on  Thursday  and  5:30  p.m., 
7:30  p.m.  and  9:30  p.m.  on  Friday  and  Saturday  in  446 
MARB.  Admission  is  50  cents. 

Also  to  be  shown  will  be  several  short  silent  films  made  in 
the  first  few  years  of  this  century  by  the  French  film 
pioneer,  George  Melies.  Hentschel  said  Melies  was  one  of  the 
first  film  makers  to  use  superimposing,  animation  and 
fantasy  in  movies. 

Wayne’s  character  portrayal  of  the  ex-soldier  reveals 
Edwards’  complex  character  of  warrior  independence, 
political  conservatism,  racist  bigotry  and  respect  for  high 
standards  of  endurance  and  toughness  almost  entirely 
through  gestures.  Some  are  so  concise  that  they  remain  in  the 
mind  long  after  the  lines  of  dialogue  have  faded,  said 
Hentschel. 

The  ranch  of  Edward’s  brother  is  attacked  while  Edwards 
and  a  large  posse  of  men  are  40  miles  away  chasing  some 
Indian  cattle  rustlers.  When  they  realize  the  cattle  rustling 
was  a  mere  decoy,  most  of  the  men  attempt  to  return  in  a 
hurry.

Emerson  S.  Lyman,  director  of  BYU’s  ballroom  dance 
program,  said  that  40  BYU  dancers  competed  in  the 
competition,  which  is  the  biggest  annual  dance  championship 
in  Canada. 

BYU  dancers  also  took  two  first  places  in  the  Richmond, 
B.C.  Championship  while  on  tour.  Two  dance  team  members, 
competing  independently,  won  first  place  in  the  novice 
championship  at  the  California  Star  Ball  held  in  Los  Angeles 
last  month,  Lyman  said. 

The  Y  dancers,  who  also  performed  in  Ely,  Nev.  and 
Portland,  Ore.  brought  home  21  trophies  from  their  tour. 

The  BYU  dancers  who  won  the  novice  championships  at 
the  California  Star  Ball  were  Harold  Castrillo  and  Sherri 
Benson. 

First-place  BYU  winners  in  the  Richmond  Championships 
were  Harold  Carlson  and  Marilyn  Wilde,  novice;  and  Harold 
Castrillo  and  Ann  Burnett,  modern. 

First  place  BYU  winners  at  the  Canadian  Maple  Leaf 
Championships  included  Mark  Chatterton  and  Earlene 
Barneycastle,  novice,  Harold  Castrillo  and  Cerhyl  Oppelt, 
Latin  pre-championships,  and  Mark  Chatterton  and  Earlene 
Barneycastle,  modern  pre-championship.

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KUTV  said  beds  would  not 
fit  through  the  doors  and  in 
case  of  fire  there  would  be 
serious  consequences. 
Minshall  said  16  of  the  337 
beds  in  wings  A,  B  and  C  will 
not  fit. 

Only  two  meals  were  said 
to  be  given  on  holidays. 
Minshall  called  this  “a  lie” 
and  held  up  the  last 
Christmas  menu,  which 
showed  the  three  meals. 

“Utah  needs  investigative 
reporting,”  Minshall  said  in 
conclusion,  “but  let’s  do  it 
with  style.” 

Some  of  KUTV’s 
accusations  were  correct, 
however.  Included  among 
these  were  the  administration 
of  drugs  by  untrained 
personnel,  the  dispensing  of 
drugs  by  persons  without  a 
pharmaceutical  license, 
snacks  given  on  an  irregular 
basis  and  flies  creating  a 
problem. 

KUTV  also  made  a  number 
of  charges  that  further 
investigation  showed  to1  be 
erroneous:  a  patient  dying 
because  he  was  administered 
the  wrong  type  of  penicillin, 
school  authorities  covering  up 
shigella-related  deaths  and 
patients  eating  a  separate  and 
inferior  menu  to  the  staff’s. 
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Regarding  the  menu,  Mrs. 
Stewart,  school  dietitian,  says 
there  is  not  a  “staff”  and  a 
“resident”  menu,  rather  just 
one.  She  continues  to  say 
that  282  of  the  ambulatory 
patients  eat  right  with  the 
staff. 

But  the  largest  group  of 
charges  falls  between  these 
extremes.  Some  charges 
levied  were  essentially 
correct,  but  because 
background  information  was 
lacking  or  the  whole  picture 
was  not  told,  the  information 
was  misleading. 

KUTV  said  a  child  went  16 
hours  without  a  diaper 
change.  School  authorities 
say  this  is  possible,  especially 
if  the  child  didn’t  fuss.  “But 
the  series  didn’t  mention  that 
we  change  3,000  diapers  a 
day,”  Dr.  Gary  Nakao, 
medical  supervisor  of  wings  A 
and  B,  says.  He  adds  KUTV 
made  no  mention  of  the 
extent  of  the  problem  and 
insists  that  if  KUTV’s  report 
was  tru6,  it  wav  a  fairly 
isolated  incident.  Lorraine 
Clark,  supervisor  of  the  B 
wing,  says  that  the  girl  to 
whom  KUTV  referred  had  on 
a  catheter. 

KUTV’s  charge  that  there 
were  “millions  of  flies”  at  the 
school  is  another  example  of 
a  disagreement  over  both  the 
extent  of  the  problem  and 
interpretation  of  information. 
General  Pest  Control  of 
Ogden,  which  sprays  all 
campus  buildings  monthly, 
maintains  there  “is  nothing  of 
great  significance,  no  more 
than  you  would  find  in  your 
own  home.” 

The  series  told  of  maggots 
in  diapers,  fly  eggs  on  a  food 
tray,  as  Well  as  maggots  in  a 
boy’s  ear. 

Thorma  Clegg,  a  20-year 
employe  presently  working  in 
the  kitchen  preparing  special 
diets,  says  she  remembers  the 
incident  regarding  fly  eggs  in 
a  school  lunch— “but  it  didn’t 
happen  the  way  KUTV  says  it 
did. 

“A  lunch  was  prepared  for 
a  child  and  placed  in  a 
styrofoam  container.  The 
container  does  not  seal 
tightly,  and  it’s  possible  flies 
could  have  gotten  in  through 
a  crack,”  Mrs.  Clegg  said.  “It 
was  a  special  situation, 
though,  because  we  didn’t 
know  the  child  was  at  home, 
and  as  a  result  the  food 
stayed  out  for  a  while.” 

Mrs.  Clegg  adds  that  flies 
could  get  in  other  containers. 
“We  load  these  trays  in  open 
cardboard  boxes  for  delivery 
from  the  cafeteria  to  the 
wings,”  she  said.  “We  used  to 
have  hinging  metal,  ones  but 
they  broke  or  cracked,  and 
flies  could  get  inside.’  £  : 

Mrs.  Clegg  says  the  problem 
is  well  known,  and  school 
dietitian  Elaine  Stewart  says 
the  condition  requires  more 


funding  to  correct. 

KUTV’s  charge  that  a  child 
on  a  soft  diet  choked  to 
death  on  a  large  piece  of  meat 
failed  to  note  that  the  child 
was  actually  being  fed  a  soft 
diet,  but  had  a  tendency  to 
grab  all  types  of  objects  and 
swallow  them.  According  to 
Dr.  Jack  Madsen,  USTS 
Medical  Supervisor,  the  girl 
grabbed  the  meat  from  a 
patient  on  a  regular  diet  next 
to  her  and  the  meat  lodged  in 
her  throat. 

“I  worked  with  that  girl,” 
Debbie  Frank,  an 
occupational  therapist’s  aide 
now  in  wing  B,  said.  “I  can 
understand  how  it 
happened  — it  just  isn’t 
possible  to  watch  these 
children  ever  second.  The 
series  said  nothing ,  about  the 
fact  that  a  paper  towel,  a 
large  piece  of  unchewed 
lemon  rind  and  a  surgical 
sponge  were  also  found  in  her 
stomach  during  the  autopsy.” 

The  accusation  that  the 
school  attempted  to  coverup 
shigella-related  deaths  is 
“entirely  false,”  according  to 
Dr.  Taira  Fukushima,  director 
of  the  Bureau  of  Disease 
Prevention  in  the  State 
Department  of  Health.  KUTV 
said  health  authorities  had 
never  been  advised  of  these 
diarrhea-related  deaths,  even 
though  it  is  a  communicable 
disease  that  by  state  and 
federal  law  must  be  reported. 

Dr.  Fukushima  said 
Severson  and  Jensen  called 
and  asked  him  if  there  had 
been  any  shigella  deaths  at 
the  training  school.  “I  said 
no,  I  didn’t  remember  any  off 
hand,  but  to  call  me  back 
tomorrow  and  I  would  look  it 
up.  They  never  called  back.” 

Dr.  Fukushima  said  he 
found  four  cases 
shigella-related  in  his  files. 
“Dr.  Madsen  is  very  good 
about  reporting.  He  probably 
reports  more  than  most 
private  doctors  do.  We  have  a 
very  close  working 
relationship  with  the  school,” 
he  said. 

KUTV’s  charge  that  drugs 
being  administered  by 
untrained  persons  in  violation 
of  law  is  correct,  Dr.  Nako 
acknowledged.  He  said  the 
practice  isn’t  occurring  in  the 
three  wings,  but  is  common 
in  other  buildings  at  the 
school. 

“But  we  are  correcting  the 
problem,”  Dr.  Nakao  said.  He 
said,  classes  at  Utah  Technical 
School  at  Provo  to  train 
attendants  are  presently  being 
held.  It  will  be  some  time, 
however,  before  all  staff 
members  are  accredited  in 
administering  drugs,  he 
added. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -

A  serious  allegation  dealing 
with  a  patient  being  given  the 
wrong  drug  was  said  to  be 
“100  per  cent  correct”  by  per 
parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lee 
Carlton  of  Salt  Lake  City. 
School  officials  admitted  to 
the  mistake. 

Her  parents  said  when  the 
child  took  the  drug  her 
temperature  climbed  to  104. 
She  started  to  turn  blue  and 
her  knee  swelled.  The 
Carltons  placed  her  in  a 
hospital  under  their  own 
physician’s  care.  They  said 
the  school  at  first  was 
unwilling  to  pick  up  their 
medical  bill  of  $80,  but 
finally  did. 

Mrs.  Carlton  added  they 
were  “misrepresented”  by 
KUTV.  “We  were  thrilled 
with  the  fantastic  help  our 
daughter  received  from  the 
Self-Help  Cottage  where  she 
stayed,  but  KUTV  cut  that. 
Although  our  daughter  was 
but  a  guest  patient  at  the 
school  at  the  time  of  her 
illness,  she  is  now  a  full-time 
patient. 

The  incident  in  which 
KUTV  said  the  wrong  type  of 
penicillin  administered  to  a 
patient  caused  death  was 
refuted  by  the  school.  Dr. 
Ernest  Eichwald,  chairman  of 
the  University  of  Utah 
College  of  Medicine,  who 
performed  the  autopsy,  said 
death  was  from  pneumonia. 
Any  reaction  from  penicillin 
would  have  been  manifest  a 
few  hours  after  injection.  The 
patient  died  about  22  hours 
after  the  medicine  was 
administered,  he  said. 

Severson  and  Jensen  noted 
that  during  the  investigation, 
USTS  was  helpful  and  gave 
KUTV  access  to  its  files  and 
records.  The  files  and  records 
are  still  open,  Dr.  Sagers  says, 
and  they  will  stay  that  way. 
Doors  are  open  to  anyone 
interested  in  visiting  any  part 
of  the  school.

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Punish  King  plotters, 
FBI  chief  recommends 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  FBI  Director 
Clarence  M.  Kelley  said  Wednesday  those  FBI 
policy  makers  responsible  for  the  harassment 
of  the  late  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  should  be 
“brought  to  account.” 

Kelley  told  the  Senate  Intelligence 
Committee  he  believes  responsibility  should 
be  borne  by  the  officials  who  created  the 
campaign  against  King  and  that  agents  who 
merely  carried  out  their  orders  should  not  be 
punished. 

Witnesses  have  said  the  FBI’s  efforts  to 
discredit  the  civil  rights  leader  were  largely 
the  result  of  a  personal  vendetta  by  the  late 
director  J.  Edgar  Hoover. 

Kelley,  however,  said  that  not  all  of  those 
responsible  are  dead.  He  did  not  make dear 
to  whom  he  was  referring. 

Kelly  said  also  the  bureau  has  retained  the 
tapes  of  King’s  conversations  obtained 
through  a  total  of  16  telephone  taps  and 
eight  electronic  bugs  and  has  no  present  plans 
to  destroy  them. 

Chairman  Frank  Church,  D-Ida.,  said  he 
sees  no  reason  for  the  FBI  to  retain  the  King 


tapes  so  many  years  after  his  murder.  But 
Kelley  said  they  cannot  be  destroyed  while 
the  Justice  Department  is  considering 
whether  or  not  to  reopen  the  investigation  of 
the  King  assassination. 

The  existence  of  the  tapes  was  raised  by 
Sen.  Barry  Goldwater,  R-Ariz.,  who  asked  if 
it  is  possible  for  committee  members  to 
review  the  tapes  “to  determine  ourselves 
whether  Mr.  Hoover  was  off  on  a  wild  goose 
chase  or  actually  had  something.” 

Kelley  said  he  believes  most  of  the 
thousands  of  abuses  documented  by  the 
committee’s  investigation  can  be  understood 
by  the  temper  of  the  times  and  by  theneedof 
the  FBI  to  react  to  curb  the  violent  acts  of 
revolutionary  terror  which  were  occurring 
throughout  the  country. 

“The  FBI  employes  involved  in  these 
programs  did  what  they  felt  was  expected  of 
them  by  the  President,  the  attorney  general, 
the  Cpngress  and  the  people  of  the  United 
States,”  Kelley  said. 

The  FBI  director  also  urged  a  congressional 
charter  for  the  FBI  laying  out  the  limits  of  its 
jurisdiction.

He  is  also  considering  reductions  in 
including  eliminating  Saturday  deliveries. 

The  postmaster  general  said  he  would  move  to  el 
Saturday  deliveries  “only  with  great  reluctance.  T 
much  prefer  not  to  do  it.” 

Before  Bailar’s  testimony,  subcommittee  chairmar 
M.  Hanley,  D— N.Y.,  predicted  reductions  in  Postal 
plus  additional  increases  in  postal  rates  after 
scheduled  for  Dec.  28.

Watergate 

Editor: 

With  regards  to  the  review 
of  “All  the  President’s  Men” 
in  the  Monday  Magazine:  I 
was  surprised  to  see  allusions 
of  religious  parallels  to 
Watergate,  but  I  can 
understand  why  they  belong 
there. 

Richard  Nixon  could  have 
been  one  of  the  most 
positively  remembered 
presidents  in  U.S.  history.

£e  test-taker,  the  LSAT  (Law 
a  Emissions  Test),  which  tests 
f!l  ^ability  to  think,  is  an  ordeal. 


The  Law  School  Testing  Service  offers 
some  suggestions  on  how  to  prepare  for 
the  test.  These  suggestions,  however,  are 
not  helpful,  for  reasons  that  will 
become  apparent.  Here,  instead,  are 
some  practical  tips: 

1.  Do  not  go  to  bed  early  the  night 
before  the  test.  The  average  college 
student  running  on  six  hours  will  only 
become  a  little  tipsy  after  sleeping 
longer  than  that.  And  although  being 
tipsy  may  ease  the  pain  of  the  test  a  bit, 
it  sure  does  awful  things  to  one’s  ability 
to  think  clearly. 

And  the  early-to-bed  suggestion  only 
proves  to  enhance  one  kind  of  study  — 
the  study  of  the  ceiling  above  the  bed. 

2.  Resist  the  urge  to  eat  a  large 
breakfast  before  the  test,  although  a  1 
p.m.  lunch  seems  a  long  way  from  an  8 
a.m.  breakfast.  A  large  breakfast, 
particularly  after  a  long  sleep,  can  bring 
what  is  known  as  the  “grandpa 


syndrome”  —  napping  and  frequent 
belching. 

3.  Do  not  bring  three  pinpoint 
sharpened  pencils  to  the  test;  bring  only 
one  comfortably  dull  pencil.  Sharpened 
pencils  with  the  manipulation  of 
jerking,  shaking  fingers,  only  rip  holes  in 
answer  sheets.  And  while  partially  filled 
bubbles  on  answer  sheets  can  cause 
computer  heartburn,  gaping  holes  can 
cause  full  computer  heart  attack. 
Besides,  how  much  precision  is  required 
to  fill  in  bubbles? 

4.  Do  not  co me -to  the  testing  center 
early.  The  nervousness  of  the  other 
test-takers  will  only  aggravate  one’s  own 
quivering.  A  mad  dash  at  the  last  minute 
quickens  the  heart  and  stimulates  the 
flow  of  adrenalin. 

5.  Finally,  remember  the  advice  of  W. 
Grant  Bangerter  at  the  opening  of  the 
Sunday’s  fireside:  The  only  comforting 
thought  is  that  in  three  and  one-half 
hours,  whatever  is  to  happen  will  have 
happened.

Could  not  the  peculiarity  of 
BYU  lie  deeper  than  this?

Bearing  arms 

Editor: 

While  so  many  of  us  are 
here  in  the  “Happy  Valley” 
enjoying  our  freedom  with 
little  care,  let  us  say  there  are 
just  as  many  trying  to  take 
those  freedoms  elsewhere. 

Our  “right”  to  bear  arms  is 
being  walked  all  over.  There 
are  already  hundreds  of  gun 
control  laws  in  states  across 


the  nation.  The  Soviets  know 
how  Americans  will  take 
almost  anything  as  stated  by 
Krushchev:  “When  you  spit 
in  their  [Americans’]  faces, 
they  call  it  dew.” 

(From  a  report  by  Rep.  L. 
McDonald)  “It  is  estimated 
that  about  50  million 
Americans  possess  their  own 
guns.  The  number  of  guns 
exceeds  100  million  to  as 
much  as  200  million.  Yet, 
gun-controllers  deamed  that 
tens  of  millions  of 
law-abiding  Americans  be 
restricted,  harassed,  and 
eventually  deprived  of  their 
constitutional  right  as  well  as 
their  legal  property. 

“Fifty  times  as  many 
people  die  from  other  types 
of  accidents.  Autos  alone 
account  for  well  over  50,000 
deaths  a  year  —  20  times  as 
many  as  firearms.  Half  of 
these  auto  fatalities  are  due 
to  drunken  drivers.  So  we 
may  say  that  drunken  drivers 
account  for  10  times  as  many 
deaths  as  firearms.  That  is  all 
the  more  remarkable  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  there  are 
more  firearms  than  motor 
vehicles.  It  seems  that  pur 
people  are  more  careful  with 
firearms  than  they  are  with 
motor  vehicles,  for  which  we 
require  operator’s  tests  and 
registration. 

“Consider  that  the  firearm 
accident  rate  represents  one 
out  of  about  50,000  firearms, 
or  one  in  20,000  owners.” 
Support  our  right  to  bear 
arms.

Emotional  reaction  to 
KUTV’s  series  dealing  with 
the  Utah  State  Training 
School  at  American  Fork  is 
still  running  at  a  fairly  high 
level,  but  school  authorities 
say  they  hope  it  is  declining. 

“What  we  need  now  is  less 
controversy  and  more 
concern,”  says  Evan  Jones, 
director  of  Family  Services, 
the  state  department 
responsible  for  the 
institution. 

Utah  County  Attorney 
Noall  T.  Wootton  says  an 
investigation  is  being 
conducted  through  his  office 
by  Wayne  Watson  and  Brent 
Bullock.  “We’re  interviewing 
witnesses  right  now,”  Watson 
says. 

Airing  within  the  week  will 
be  a  documentary  film 
dealing  with  KUTV’s  charges. 
The  film  is  backed  by  the 
Mental  Retardation 
Association  of  Utah  (MRAU) 
and  produced  by  Gene 
Minshall,  former  KSL  news 
editor  and  member  of  the 
advisory  board  for  MRAU. 

A  training  school 
committee  headed  by  Lorin 
Jex,  director  of  professional 
services  for  the  school,  will 
meet  Friday  to  prepare  a 
report  evaluating  the 
allegations.  The  report  will  be 
given  to  Evan  Jones  and  will 
then  be  sent  to  Gov.  Calvin 
Rampton.

and  toured  wings  A,  B  and  C.  children,”  she  says. 


Dr.  Paul  Sagers  superintendent  of  the  Utah  State  Training  School,  rocks  back  in  his  office 
chair  as  he  tells  Universe  reporters  the  school's  side  of  the  KUTV-USTS  controversy. 


Through  it  all,  the  recurring 
question  was  if  the  series 
harmed  or  helped. 

L  u  c.  k  y  Severson 
commented,  “I  think  it’s 
already  been  for  .the  good.  In 
fact,  I  would  like  to  know 
how  it  has  hurt.” 

First  impressions  support 
the  notion  the  series  hasn’t 
hurt  the  school.  Medical 
director  Dr.  Jack  Madsen  says 
there  h  ave  been  no 
withdrawals  from  wings  A,  B 
and  C  since  the  series  aired. 
Pr.  Sagers  says  reaction  of 
parents  has  been 
“overwhelmingly  positive.” 

The  school  has  also  made 
efforts  to  correct  several 
problems  mentioned  in  the 
series.  Dr.  Gary  Nakao, 
Health  Services  Director  in 
wings  A  and  B,  says  snacks 
are  being  served  much  more 
regularly  since  KUTV 
mentioned  the  snacks  were 
being  given  infrequently. 
Beds  in  wing  B  that  cannot  fit 
through  the  doors  of  the 
building  and  could  cause 
problems  in  case  of  fire  have 
now  been  clearly  marked, 
Nakao  says. 

But  while  there  are  some 
positive  implications 
emerging,  school  authorities 
say  the  presentation  has  also 
caused  serious  damage  and 
this  damage  will  be  hard  to 
repair. 

Dr.  Nakao  echoes  this 
concern.  “It’s  hot  the  parents 
with  children  in  the  school 
right  now  that  we’re  worried 
about,”  he  said.  “It’s  those 
parents  who  will  some  day 
have  a  mentally  retarded 
child,  and  won’t  have  a  lot  of 
options  open  for  his  care. 
With  the  doubts  the  series 
may  have  created  by  their 
inaccuracies,  parents  may  be 
hesitant  about  looking  at  the 
school  as  a  possibility,”  he 
says. 

Problems  in  funding  is  also 
an  area  that  may  be 
scrutinized  as  a  result  of  the 
series.  Sagers  says  that  budget 
allocation  has  increased  from 
about  $3  million  to  about  $9 
million  in  the  last  8  years. 
And  yet  there  are  now  less 
employes  at  some  of  the 
more  basic  jobs  than  there 
were  five  years  ago. 

Dietician  Elaine  Stewart 
says  there  are  presently  eight 
fewer  workers  in  the  cafeteria 
than  there  were  in  1972,  and 
more  food  is  now  being 
served.  The  laundry  is  nine 
short.  In  an  area  of  Wing  C, 
attendants  say  three  were  the 
minimum  staff  a  few  years 
ago;  now  on  weekends,  only 
one  is  on  duty. 

Ellen  Marsh,  who  works  in 
wing  C,  explained  what  the 
shortage  of  attendants  means. 
“A  person  can  spend  the 
whole  day  just  changing 
diapers  without  giving  any 


Cafeteria  workers  Thorma 
Clegg  and  Mary  Jensen  say 
their  fare  is  healthful  and 
nutritionally  sound,  but  the 
lack  of  help  makes  it  hard  to 
keep  things  clean.  “We  really 
don’t  have  time  to  clean  up 
like  we’d  like  to  -  there’s  just 
too  many  things  to  prepare,” 
Mrs.  Clegg  said. 

Sagers  says  he’s  aware  of 
the  problem  —  and  explained 
the  reason  it  is  so  hard  to 
correct  is  that  funds  are  often 
earmarked  for  specific 
purposes,  and  in  order  to 
qualify  certain  conditions 
must  be  met. 

“We’re  operating  under 
grants  that  must  be  used  with 
specific  age  groups  and 
disabilities,  and  grants  that 
must  be  used  for  specific 
purposes.  The  size  of  our 
staff  has  jumped,  but  it’s 
jumped  somewhat  unevenly,” 
Sagers  said. 

He  said  the  reason  staff  size 
has  decreased  in  some  areas  is 
that  the  school  overspent  its 
budget  several  years  ago  and 
subsequently  had  to  cut  back 
in  some  areas. 

What  long-range  effect  the 
series  will  have  won’t  be 
apparent  for  some  time,  and 
sides  disagree  about  how 
much  good  or  bad  will  come 
of  it. 

When  asked  whether  he  can 
see  any  positive  implications 
from  the  series,  Dr.  Sagers 
gave  a  reply  echoed  by  many 
school  supporters. 

“Whatever  happens,  I  still 
can’t  believe  that  the  end 
justifies  the  means,”  he  said.
